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FINANCE chiefs at County Hall have revealed public services will 
come under even more pressure with an additional £25 million need¬ 
ed in savings over the next two years. 


The authority had initially forecast a 
£136m budget shortfall for 2011-13, but now 
predictions of government grant reductions 
combined with additional spending pres¬ 
sures has pushed the figure up to more than 
£161m. 

The amount forms part of the £340m sav¬ 
ings needed at Kent County Council over the 
next four years. 

It is likely to mean residents are asked to 
pay for some services they previously 
received for free. 

Authority bosses had not expected such a 
large shortfall in the first two years after 
councils nationwide had been told to expect 
government grant cuts of seven per cent 
every year for the next four years. 

KCC cabinet member for finance Cllr John 
Simmonds said the higher percentages came 
as a shock after lower predictions were 
announced at a KCC meeting just last month. 

“What took us by surprise was we were 
expecting a grant reduction of 7.25 per cent 
in the first year, but it is just over 10.1 per 
cent for 2011-12,” he said.

“For 2012-13 it is 8.6 per cent; in the third 
year 3.3 per cent; and then 7.9 per cent. 

“It puts pressure on us because around 18 
per cent is going to come out in the first two 
years. It’s accelerated the savings we were 
going to make over the four years.” 

Cllr Simmonds admitted it was going to be 
difficult to take money out of the existing 
budget. 

“We’ve already had £15.5m knocked out 
this year - we’ve got some considerable pres¬ 
sures,” he said. 

A report setting out the council’s overall 
financial challenge is due to be discussed by 
cabinet members at a meeting on Monday, 
just two weeks before the Government 
announces exactly how much KCC will get in 
grants. The paper looks at “unavoidable” 
budget pressures and outlines the expected 
reductions. 

Cllr Simmonds said the council had looked

at every one of the hundreds of services it pro¬ 
vides, how they are delivered, and what cus¬ 
tomers expect. He said residents could have to 
start paying for some services that were previ¬ 
ously paid for by the council, but it was too 
early to say which services would be hit. 

“We need to look at things that people value 
and what things we can cut back on,” he said. 

“The reorganisation of the authority and how 
we carry out business will also help produce 
economies. Levels of staffing are already being 
reduced by us not filling jobs or vacancies.” 

He stressed that children’s social services, 


elderly provision and adult social services were 
a priority for the council. KCC is currently con¬ 
sidering whether to close a number of council- 
run care homes for elderly people. 

“The number of referrals after the Baby P 
case has gone up because people are taking 
no chances, which puts KCC under tremen¬ 
dous pressure,” he said. 

“We’ve also got a rapidly growing adult pop¬ 
ulation. One of the most expensive things we 
do is elderly assessments to see if they qualify 
for support and how much they get. 

“This is done by the Department for Work 
and Pensions, but they won’t disclose the 
information to us, so we also have to do the 


assessments. If we could work together we 
could save money here.” 

Cllr Simmonds said district and borough 
councils will find the grant reductions 
“extremely painful” and admitted KCC was 
luckier due to its large size. 

“If we can weather the next few years, hope¬ 
fully then we’ll have smoother waters,” he said. 

“Locally people are aware of the changes. 
Communities can help by looking at some of 
the things we do and help provide this on 
smaller level. We have considerable voluntary 
input in Kent.”

Ousted MPs backing 
Tow profile’ Miliband

LABOUR politicians in Kent have 
backed Ed Miliband’s pledge to 
make “profound changes” to the 
party on the scale of the mid- 
1990s New Labour reforms. 

The leader of the Opposition has been criti¬ 
cised by some for being too low profile in his 
first two months in the job, but this week he 
announced plans for an overhaul of the party. 

Mr Miliband told the Guardian newspaper 
Labour would review its policies and its 
organisation - including the rules for electing 
its leaders - with the aim of turning the party 
into the “largest community organisation in 
the country”. 

Kent has no Labour MPs after all seven - 
including former Dover representative Gwyn 
Prosser - lost their seats to Conservative 
opponents at the General Election in May. 

Labour only has two county councillors and 
does not run a single borough or district coun¬ 
cil in Kent. 

Mr Prosser told KoS a shake-up of the party 
was necessary for it to get back onto the polit¬ 
ical map both in Kent and across the UK. 

“It was the work Tony Blair did which 
reshaped the party and made it electable and 
respectable again,” he said. “But as time went 
by I became unhappy with some policies. We 
seemed to be moving towards semi-privatisa¬ 
tion and didn’t give enough support to trade 
unions and their struggles. 

“We need to come back to an agenda of 
fighting for working people and those on low

incomes, because it is they who are going to 
bear the brunt of the coalition’s swingeing, 
deep cuts. I supported and voted for Ed 
Miliband from the very start and I’m delight¬ 
ed he was elected. Opposition parties are not 
expected to spell out every one of their poli¬ 


cies from the beginning, but I’m looking for¬ 
ward to him giving us a broad feeling of 
where he wants to take us.” 

With Labour out of government for the first 
time in 13 years, Mr Miliband aims to 
reshape the party in the same way Blair did. 

“There’s no doubt the swathe of seats we 
won in 1997 was due to the values of New 
Labour, which was absolutely right for the 
time,” said former Gillingham and Rainham 
MP Paul Clark. 

“But it’s not 1997 any more, so we need to 
step back and reassess how we should apply 
our policies in a 21st century setting. 

“The term Mr Miliband used was that we 
have to become much more of a community 
organisation, and I believe that’s absolutely 
fundamental.” 

Kent County Council Labour leader Leslie 
Christie said: “When I look at the opinion 
polls, Mr Miliband seems to be doing OK, 
despite the perception he’s not doing a lot. 

“But that suggests to me a steady hand. He 
hasn’t jumped in and put a slogan on every¬ 
thing and is thinking things through rather 
than point-scoring. 

“It’s right that at this stage we should be 
considering what we want to be fighting for in 
five years’ time.”

Medway to take part in a question-and- 
answer session with Kent on Sunday 
readers. It followed his morning speech 
to the Labour Party’s national policy 
forum, which met at the home of 
Gillingham FC, Priestfield Stadium.

Booze addiction 
stemmed from 
heiress’s cruel

GUINNESS heiress Ivana Lowell 
has revealed how her tragic 
upbringing in Kent set her on the 
path to a lengthy battle with alco¬ 
hol addiction. 

A direct descendant of Arthur Guinness, 
the 18th century founder of the iconic Irish 
brew, 43-year-old Lowell endured aturbulent 
upbringing at her former home in Bearsted, 
near Maidstone. 

And as she reveals in her new autobiography 
- Why Not Say What Happened? - the aristo¬ 
crat’s early years in the Garden of England 
were memorable for all the wrong reasons. 

“I come from a rather chaotic family and we 
lived in this rather large house at Milgate 
Park,” Lowell told KoS. 

“The parents stayed in one half of the 
house and the children in the other, but I 
was molested by my nanny’s hus 
band and was also very badly 
burned when I tripped over a ket¬ 
tle lead while playing in the 
kitchen one day. 

“It was rather traumatic liv¬ 
ing there because I was 
scarred inside and out. But I 
got through it and came out 
the other side.” 

Despite such a troubled child¬ 
hood Lowell says she still has 
fond memories of her time in 
Kent, most notably of riding 
horses through the countryside 
and of attending Beechwood

Campaign starts to halt 
cut to school sports cash 


SPORTS leaders have launched an attack on 
the Government for scrapping school sports 
funding as thousands of campaigners 
demand ministers rethink the move. 

Kent representatives from the Schools 
Sports Partnerships (SSP) questioned what 
kind of message was being sent to the inter¬ 
national community ahead of the Olympics 
and World Cup 2018 bid by cutting funding 
for the SSP programme. 

The globally-acclaimed project encourages 
competitive opportunities within schools and 
has seen the number of Kent students taking 
part in sport twice a week soar. 

But the national programme has become 
one of the many casualties of Government’s 
spending cuts, with plans to axe its entire 
£162 million funding. 

Thousands of students and staff at the coun¬ 
ty’s schools have thrown their weight behind a 
campaign to save the scheme by signing a 
petition urging ministers to rethink proposals. 

It will be handed in to education secretary 
Michael Gove on Monday, December 6. 

Kent has 15 SSPs, which encourage sport 
by introducing new activities, offering com¬ 
petitive opportunities and creating links 


between communities and clubs. 

Peter La Rossignol, competition manager 
for the Mid-Kent, Ashford, Sheppey and 
Sittingboume area, who will be made redun¬ 
dant next March unless plans are overturned, 
said people were shocked and saddened. 

“I can’t see how the country is expected to 
win the World Cup bid when competitive 
sport at grassroots level is cut,” he said. 

Since the SSP was launched in 2005 the 
number of pupils taking PE two hours a 
week increased from 58 per cent to 92 per 
cent; competition inside schools rose from 46 
per cent to 97 per cent and between schools 
from 25 per cent to 64 per cent. 

But sports minister Hugh Robertson, MP 
for Faversham and Mid-Kent, defended the 
Government’s decision, saying: “I understand 
that nobody wants to see any money cut from 
school sport. However, we have to deal with 
the national economic crisis that we have 
inherited which is costing the country £120 
million in debt interest payments every day. 

“No PE teachers have been cut and heads 
now have control of their budgets. I want sport 
to be ambitious and make the case to retain 
sports funding within school’s budgets.”

“It turned out to be very cathartic for 
me and it was almost a relief to get 
everything out there. But it was also 
an opportunity for me to respond to 
things that had been written about 
my mother (the late writer Caroline 
Blackwood) which I didn’t think 
were accurate or fair. 

“I had a good relationship with 
my mother - if not a flawed one - 
and I wanted to tell my side of the 
story. I also wanted to help people 
because there’s a lot in the book 
about surviving child abuse and 
alcoholism. 

“Sometimes when you’re a vic¬ 


tim you feel like you’re on your own, so it’s 
helpful to realise there are other people out 
there who have been through the same thing.” 

In addition to being married to Robert 
Lowell, Ivana’s mother had also previously 
tied the knot with painter Lucian Freud - 
grandson of the psychiatrist Sigmund Freud 
- and the composer Israel Citkowitz. 

Yet despite the publisher’s description 
of her family as “wild and bohemian”, 
Lowell insists she is happy to be associated 
with them. 

“I have a daughter of my own now and live 
a much quieter life these days,” she said. 

“But I love my family and can’t imagine 
being with anyone else. I just wish they were 
all still around.”

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Children go bonkers for conkers 


GURKHA schoolchildren have been getting 
into the swing of a traditional kids’ autumn 
pastime - conkers. 

Pupils of St Mary’s Primary School in 
Ashford, have taken up the age-old game 
which has been threatened in recent years 
by health and safety rules in some schools 
across the UK. 

They have even set up competitions and 
formed their own club - with the Nepalese 
children among the most enthusiastic players. 

The game is played by two players, each 


with a conker threaded onto a piece of string 

- they take turns striking each other’s horse- 
chestnut until one breaks. 

A hole is drilled in a large, hard conker 
using a nail or small screwdriver. A piece of 
string is threaded through it about 25cm long 

- traditionally a shoelace was often used. 
Finally a large knot at one or both ends of the 
string secures the conker 

Headteacher Sue Parkin said: “In the 
weeks leading up to half term the games 
were in full swing, as there were horse- 


chestnuts all around to be picked up, 
attached to a string and ready for a game. 

“We have no problem with the children 
playing conkers at all, unless they start to hit 
each other with them. 

‘We have quite a number of pupils from a 
Nepalese background who come from the 
families of Gurkha soldiers. They had never 
seen the game before so they became fasci¬ 
nated and very enthusiastic players.” 

The first recorded game was on the Isle of 
Wight in the mid 19th century. 


SEX traffickers who forced two Czech 
women into prostitution have been jailed 
for a total of 23 years. 

Dusan Horvat, 37, from Folkestone; Ivan Gujda, 
38, from Chatham; and Martin Brusch, 31, of no 
fixed abode; lured their victims to the UK under 
the false pretence of arranging two marriages. 

Instead they were forced to have sex for money 
throughout the course of 17 days last June. 

Brusch and Horvat received 10 years each 
while Gujda was jailed for three years. 


A TEACHER whose pupils saw him drunk 
in public has been disciplined by the 
General Teaching Council. 

John Henry, whose contract at the Community 
College Whitstable was terminated in June last 
year, also failed to tell his headteacher of previous 
motoring convictions. 

He was found guilty of unacceptable profes¬ 
sional conduct at a disciplinary hearing earlier 
this month. 

Mr Henry must now keep the GTC updated 
about his drinking issues when applying for any 
future positions.

Paul was used as a scapegoat 
insists wife of sex pest coach 
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THE wife of the Olympic fencing 
coach banned from working with 
children after giving ‘special mas¬ 
sages’ to his female students says 
she will not divorce him. 

Paul Romang, 59, who founded Canterbury 
Fencing Club and taught across Kent, was 
sentenced last week after being found guilty 
of using his position of trust to indecently 
assault a 16-year-old girl staying at his home. 

Joy Romang, 55, his wife of 27 years, said 
she still believed her husband was the victim 
of a “stitch-up”. At the couple’s home in 
Broadstairs she said her husband had been 
made “a scapegoat”. 

This was despite the Judge Adele Williams 
saying there was “clear and compelling” evi¬ 
dence he had used his position of trust to get 
sexual favours from his pupils. 

Mrs Romang was called to give evidence 
during the six-day trial at Canterbury 
Crown Court, which also heard from three of 
the top coach’s former female students, aged 
from 16-18. 

One girl told how he crept into her room 
while she was staying at his home the night 
before a tournament. He had offered her a 
massage, then removed her bra and touched 
her buttocks. 

The scared girl asked him to stop. She told 
her mother, which resulted in Romang’s 
arrest. The court heard the talented teenag¬ 
er had quit fencing after the incident.

Detectives traced 
two other former 
students who gave 
evidence against 
Romang and told 
the jury how he 
accompanied them 
on foreign trips 
where he offered 
special massages 
and gifts. 

The coach, who 
had also taught at 
The Kings School 
in Canterbury, was 
found guilty of 
the single charge 
which became law in 2000 after concerns 
about teacher-pupil relationships. He now 
wears a tag and is banned from working with 
under-18s. 

He was sentenced to a two-year supervi¬ 
sion order and put under curfew for 
three months. 

Yet Mrs Romang insists her husband is 
not the sexual predator he has been made 
out to be. 

Mrs Romang said: “At 59 with a heart prob¬ 
lem and on so many drugs he falls asleep 
most of the time - he isn’t interested in any¬ 
thing like that. He just fits the stereotype - 
middle aged man and young girl. He never 
stood a chance.” 

Mrs Romang says she first heard about the 
allegations on March 20, 2008, when police 
turned up at the family house where they 
have lived for 19 years. 

“I couldn’t believe it. I thought, no it’s a 
joke. It was so surreal. I didn’t have time to 
talk to him. They just took him.” 


Switch On 
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Mrs Romang says she has gone over and 
over every detail with her husband. 

“We’ve had the rows, tears and accusations 
and if I was in any doubt he would be gone. In 
the cold light of day I’m 100 per cent sure he 
did not do it.” 

Mrs Romang said: “We always had people 
staying in the house - students, coaches, 
young men and women. There’s never been an 
inkling of anything like this.” 

The couple now plan to appeal against the 
sentence and Mr Romang is to undergo a lie 
detector test. 

Mrs Romang added: “He’ll never get a job 
now. No one is going to employ him. He hasn’t 
worked for two years.” 

Mr Romang now plans to blow the lid 
on British fencing and is writing a warts-and- 
all book.

Fans show Hart 
for the Hitman 


WRESTLING hero Bret Hitman’ 
Hart says his successful visit to 
Kent has reassured him that his 
popularity among English fans is 
not a passing fad. 

The Canadian grappler was greeted by 
hundreds of supporters at a book-signing at 
Bluewater last week, reminding him of the 
day in August, 1992, when a Wembley 
Stadium crowd of more than 80,000 turned 
out to watch him fight the British Bulldog. 

“I’m not quite sure what it was that made 
me so agreeable to the English fans but we 
always had a really strong bond,” said the 53- 
year-old veteran. 

“I’m always blown away by how many peo¬ 
ple still come to see me because I think there 
must be enough people who already have my 
autograph by now, but I guess there’s a new 
crop of fans being bom every year. 

“Maybe it’s the parents who still remember 
me, but it’s gratifying to know the strong 
relationship I had with them a long time ago 
wasn’t make-believe.” 

Known for his pink-and-black ring gear, his 
trademark ‘Sharpshooter’ hold and all-round 
wrestling ability, the Hitman went on to 
become one of the most popular grapplers in 
WWE history. 

However, his 13-year run with the 
company ended on a sour note in 
November, 1997, when, after agreeing to join 
rival promotion World Championship 
Wrestling (WCW), he was humiliated and 
verbally abused on-screen by WWE chair¬ 
man Vince McMahon.

Hart’s relationship with his former 
employer deteriorated even further two 
years later when his younger brother Owen 


- who still worked for McMahon at the time 

- fell 78 feet to his death when an elaborate 
ring entrance went tragically wrong. 

Countless dmg-related deaths of many of 
the ex-champion’s friends and the loss 
of both of his parents also made writing 
his autobiography - Hitman - that much 
more painful. 

“It was really hard, and I started to write 
the most difficult chapter not long after I suf¬ 
fered a stroke too,” he said. “Surviving it 
made me look within myself and count my 
blessings. It humbled me and really knocked 
the wind out of me. 

“I think I wrote a different book at the end 
because of it, and it caused a lot of raw emo¬ 
tion about all the tragedies and all the 
friends I’ve lost to come out.” 

Hart announced his retirement from 
in-ring action in late 2000 after receiving 
a severe concussion in a match with 
Bill Goldberg, and suffered his stroke two 
years later. 

But since that time he has made a near full 
recovery, and earlier this year he returned to 
WWE in a non-wrestling role after finally 
burying the hatchet with McMahon. 

“The whole thing has been a really joyous 
ride,” he said. 

“They’ve been very accommodating to me 
and have bent over backwards to right the 
wrongs of the past. 

“I feel like an old superhero who’s gone up 
into the attic and thrown my old suit on just 
one more time, and it’s been a lot of fun. 

“My most recent booking with the 
company was in Istanbul two weeks ago, 
and if that turns out to be the last then

From January, disgruntled commuters on 
popular routes, such as Ashford and Rams¬ 
gate, will have to fork out up to £500 extra for 
a ticket to London, and almost £600 more on 
high-speed lines. 

Figures from the Association of Train Oper¬ 
ating Companies put the UK’s average price 
increase for 2011 at 6.2 per cent, but for Kent 
the figure is 7.8 per cent on regulated fares. 

To make matters worse for our long-suffer¬ 
ing commuters, on some routes prices will go 
up by even more due to a four-year franchise 
agreement, which is up for renewal in 2012, 
between Southeastern and Government. 

The contract allows the rail company to 
increase fares by inflation plus three per cent 
- unlike the national RPI plus one per cent - 
and as long as that remains the average across 
the county rail bosses have the flexibility to 
put prices up by even more on popular routes. 

Commuters from Ramsgate and Ashford 
will see a staggering 12.8 per cent rise in fares. 

Charles Horton, managing director of 
Southeastern, said the increase in Kent 
would take the financial burden off the tax¬ 
payer and put it on the passenger.

“Nobody likes to see prices rise, but it is the 
stated policy of the government to move the 
cost of travelling by train towards passengers 
and away from the general taxpayer,” he said. 

“The amount of taxpayer subsidy we 
receive from the Government reduces year- 
on-year and to offset this we need to raise the 
fares to make up the difference and minimise 
the burden on taxpayers.” 

Disgrace 

But North Thanet Tory MP Roger Gale 
called the move an absolute disgrace and said 
Southeastern could “kiss goodbye” to any 
thought of a franchise renewal. 

“For the fourth year running my constituents 
will be paying more for less,” he said. 

“Southeastern’s ‘fast link’ is a bad joke so 
far as commuters are concerned as door-to- 
door journey times now take longer and cost 
more. Why should people have to pay to sub¬ 
sidise a service that does not serve their needs? 

“East Kent hosts the highest levels of social 
deprivation in the South East and some of the 
highest in the country, and yet while affluent 
Brighton gets away with a seven per cent 
increase we find our travellers paying RPI 


plus three per cent plus a further six per cent.” 

From January, 2011, commuters will have 
to pay £4,376 - £496 more than in 2010 - for 
a season ticket from Ramsgate to London. 
Monthly tickets will rise by £47.60 to £420.10. 

On the high-speed service from Ramsgate to 
London passengers will pay an extra £592, tak¬ 
ing the annual season ticket price to £5,240. 

Passengers at Ashford International will 
see an increase of £488 to £4,328 for a season 
ticket on the classic line, or a £584 rise to 
£5,192 on the high-speed service. 

Cllr Nick Chard, Kent County Council cab¬ 
inet member for environment, highways and 
waste, said: “While we all understand the 
need for a reasonable fare increase, we have 
not seen sufficient benefits in terms of 
reduced overcrowding and better services. 

“We are currently preparing a Kent rail 
action plan to make sure the next rail fran¬ 
chise due to start in 2014 reflects what resi¬ 
dents and commuters want.” 

Last month a report by the Public Accounts 
Committee revealed problems with over¬ 
crowded trains are set to get worse. Particu¬ 
lar mention was made to Southeastern, with 
passengers being forced to pay premium 
fares to support the high-speed service when 
it does not stop at every station.

SAFEGUARDING THE 
CHILDREN OF KENT 
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Carter: I didn’t know how bad 


KENT County Council leader Paul 
Carter has admitted being unaware 
of how poorly rim the authority’s 
child protection service is. 

Last week County Hall’s most senior politi¬ 
cian was forced to issue an apology after a 
damning Ofsted report rated the safeguarding 
and looked-after children services at KCC as 
“inadequate”. 

Areas of concern raised after a two-week 
inspection last month include the manage¬ 
ment and supervision of services, low educa¬ 
tional attainment of looked-after children, high 
number of cases not receiving quality assess¬ 
ments, and social workers with high case loads.

And in a candid interview with KoS, Cllr 
Carter admitted he only now appreciated the 
full scale of the problem. 

“We’ve got some poor management, which 
the report highlights,” he said. 

“The service is under significant pressure, 
but I think the report highlights issues that 
are more severe than I would otherwise have 
been aware of. 

“For example, the number of comers that are 
having to be cut to keep their heads above 
water and the paperwork that is not being 
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kept in order or completed as it should be. 

“We’ve got to make sure members of staff are 
appropriately managed and tasked because 
there’s an element of people being over¬ 
whelmed here.” 

When asked if he could have recognised any 
of the failings of the service earlier, Cllr Carter 
replied: “I suppose hindsight is always invalu¬ 
able, but none of the joint boards we’ve put 
together have raised the alarm bells in the 
way Ofsted recently has. 

“Our track record in this area is actually 
good and six years ago we went into Swindon 
and helped them turn their social care servic¬ 
es around. 

“They are now a very good provider so it’s 
sad that the quality of services in our own 
backyard has slipped.” 

The social work industry has faced 
intense scrutiny since the failings that led 
to the tragic death of 17-month-old Baby P 
in Haringey, north London, were first made 
public in November, 2008. 

Critical 

Cllr Carter admitted the authority had 
struggled to cope with the increased num¬ 
ber of referrals made since that time, which 
average about 2,000 a month including 
about 180 a week in Thanet alone. 

The county also has the added responsi¬ 
bility of 900 asylum-seeking children as 
well as about 1,500 looked-after youngsters 
placed in Kent by other local authorities. 

“It puts enormous pressure on all our 
services,” said Cllr Carter. 

“We’ve been lobbying government over 
the last 12 to 14 years and telling them that 
enough is enough - other councils must 
start placing vulnerable young people clos¬ 
er to their parental homes. We’ve made 
some progress in this area recently, but the

Classroom help 

HEADTEACHERS across Kent have been 
asked for assistance in turning around the 
fortunes of children’s social services in the 
county. 

In a letter circulated after publication of 
the damning Ofsted report, Rosalind Turner 
- managing director of Kent County 
Council’s children, families and education 
department - told heads it was a “very 
serious judgement”. 

She also called on them to help address 
one of the failings identified by the watch¬ 
dog, namely the poor educational attain¬ 
ment of looked-after children. 

The letter reads: “This is a blow for all of 
us and we must all work tirelessly now to 
improve the service, and its reputation, in 
the interests of the children, young people 
and families we serve. 

“The high exclusions and low attainment 
of Kent looked-after children is an area I 
know all school colleagues will be particu¬ 
larly concerned about. 

“I am sure you will want to address with¬ 
in your own school and in collaboration 
with each other and the local authority” 

Mrs Turner added that she wanted to pay 
tribute to the “tireless” efforts of frontline 
workers and that she would support them 
and their managers in the months to come. 

“We want Kent to be able to be proud of 
all the services for children and young 
people, and I know I can count on your full 
support to achieve this,” she said. 

We’re guilty too 

HEATH trusts, police and other partner agen¬ 
cies have also taken responsibility for the 
failings of Kent’s child protection services. 

In providing social care to young people 
throughout the county, KCC relies on the 
support of the Kent Children’s Trust, Kent 
Safeguarding Children Board, NHS West 
Kent, NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, Kent 
and Medway NHS Trust, and Kent Police. 

All of these agencies put their names to a 
joint statement released upon publication of 
the Ofsted report, which said there was “no 


legislation needs to be changed and tight¬ 
ened up to stop this happening.” 

Cllr Carter added that it was also proving 
difficult to attract the best social workers to 
Kent due to the stigma attached to the pro¬ 
fession since the Baby P tragedy. 

He said: “We’ve recruited from overseas - 
particularly the United States and Canada - 
but they have particular training needs in 
order for them to become the top social work¬ 
ers in the system. 

‘We are dependant on new staff when the 
preference would be for good experienced 
staff. That counts enormously, but they’re 
just not around any more. 

“It’s not regarded as a profession that’s 
popular among graduates even though we’ve 
marketed and promoted it as far as possible. 

“I don’t think some of the critical state¬ 
ments from the national media are helping 
recruitment into what is a very difficult and 
challengingjob.” 

‘Inappropriate’ 

The Ofsted inspection was carried out just 
two months after the watchdog warned that 
children were at risk of harm due to inade¬ 
quate and late assessments by KCC’s social 
services team. 

And earlier this year the authority was 
forced to issue a public apology when it 
emerged an inexperienced social worker 
failed to act on a warning about Tunbridge 
Wells resident Christopher Sellman, who 
went on to kill his baby daughter. 

The new report also highlights concerns 
about access to child and adolescent mental 
health services, a high number of “inappro¬ 
priate” referrals from other agencies, and 
insufficient use of early intervention support 
in the community. 


greater priority” than protecting children. 

It read: “We fully accept the findings of 
the report. Where we have fallen short we 
offer our sincere apologies. 

“All agencies are completely focused on 
putting right the shortcomings and weak¬ 
nesses that have been identified. 

“We know that actions speak louder than 
words and we would like to reassure every¬ 
one that the areas identified for immediate 
improvement by Ofsted are already being 
addressed.” 

Poorly report 

OFSTED’S annual children’s services 
assessment of Kent County Council is like¬ 
ly to be limited to ‘performs poorly’ at the 
end of this financial year. 

The ‘inadequate’ rating published this 
week means the authority will struggle to 
achieve a high grade, as the watchdog’s 
inspector Brendan Parkinson pointed out 
in a letter to the authority. 

But despite the multiple failures identi¬ 
fied, Ofsted also found several areas of 
good practice. 

These include fostering services, adop¬ 
tion, leaving care and support for unac¬ 
companied asylum-seeking children. 

Damaging split 

LIB Dem councillors have called on KCC to 
abandon what they claim is a “damaging” 
reorganisation of the authority’s education 
department. 

Shadow cabinet member for education 
Cllr Martin Vye said: “KCC has been 
focused for months on a reorganisation 
plan which includes splitting children’s care 
services between two departments. 

“All the national inquiry reports into chil¬ 
dren who have died in local authority care 
point to the need for services to be joined 
up, not split up. 

“The head of children’s services is direct¬ 
ly responsible to government for child pro¬ 
tection, but under Paul Carter’s plan that 
service would be delivered by the head of 
another department.” 


With the best will and best system in the 
world you can never stop very evil people 
doing very evil things,” said Cllr Carter. 

We obviously try to avoid tragic incidents 
happening, but to guarantee they never will 
would be inappropriate. 

“But despite the flak social workers have 
had to put up with over the years, the num¬ 
ber of child deaths nationally over the last 
five to 20 years has continued to go down.” 

An improvement steering group has now 
been established to oversee immediate action 
and will provide quarterly updates to the 
public. 

It is chaired by KCC’s cabinet member for 
children Cllr Sarah Hohler, and includes 
cross-party members, senior managers, part¬ 
ners from the NHS and police, and frontline 
managers and staff. 

The 12 district-based social care teams and 
all other agencies also have plans in place to 
enhance specific areas of their service. 

“There’s no denial and I would like to 
apologise again to the young people and 
their families who haven’t had the quality of 
service that should be expected of us,” said 
Cllr Carter. 

We’ve now got to get on and make sure 
we’ve got well-trained competent staff with 
the right IT systems to support them, and 
that the checks and balances are carried out 
as effectively as they can be. 

“The same Ofsted inspectors will be back in 
a year’s time and I have every confidence we 
will have made substantial improvements by 
then, although I suspect we will need to 
bring in outside help and support. 

We will carry out a root-and-branch 
review of everything to do with our looked- 
after children and I am sure there will be a 
substantial change over the next 12 months.” 


Student demonstrations get 
support of university tutors 


LECTURERS from the University of Kent 
voiced their support for the second wave of 
student protests held this week. 

Professor of urban studies Phil Hubbard and 
employment relations expert Dr Samantha 
Lynch were among 295 scholars who spoke out 
over planned tuition fee increases in a letter to 
The Guardian newspaper. 

It read: We support the day of protest on 
Wednesday following the magnificent demon¬ 
stration by university and school students and 
by university staff on November 10. 

We are utterly opposed to the destruction of 
broad-based, critical education and its replace¬ 
ment by education for the market that is 
enshrined in the Browne report. We are defend¬ 
ing not just our jobs, but the values which 


brought us into higher education, reflecting the 
wider significance of education to society.” 

About 10,000 students took part in a series 
nationwide marches and gatherings, but vio¬ 
lence flared in London for the second time in a 
fortnight resulting in arrests and injury. 

Young people are angry that from 2012, uni¬ 
versities will be able to charge tuition fees of 
up to £9,000 a year - almost three times more 
than the current cap. 

The letter continues: “The planned increase 
in fees means the effective removal of higher 
education for working people. The coalition has 
no mandate for its ideologically driven class 
rule - the anger of students is no surprise. 

We intend to fight them to defend and to 
protect higher and further education for all.”

HISTORY was made when Kent 
Reliance Building Society mem¬ 
bers voted to breathe new life into 
the business with of a £50 million 
cash injection. 

The deal with New York financier 
JC Flowers was approved at the societys 
annual meeting on Friday, November 19, 
and is the first private equity investment in 
the UK mutual banking sector. 

At least 75 per cent of members had to 
vote in favour of the motion for it to be 
passed, and it scraped through with 75.8 per 
cent of the ballot. 

The Chatham-based society will now 
transfer all of its business, assets and liabil¬ 
ities to a new bank called OneSavings, 
which is expected to become effective on 
February 1. 

News that the investment had been 
approved came as a disappointment to life¬ 
long KRBS member Andy James, 40, from 
Rainham, whose campaign to vote against 
the move failed. 

He said: “It was very close and to get the per¬ 
centage of W votes that we did shows how 
many people are concerned about the deal. 


“Going forward, the majority of KRBS will 
be owned by JC Flowers and not by the 
members of the building society, and when 
that happens the deal the members will be 
getting will be much worse. 

“Potentially the saving rates will be affect¬ 
ed because the profits will be reinvested into 
the organisation and its shareholders rather 
than on behalf of the members.” 

In the seven months up to April 30 this 
year the society made a loss of £4.7m and 
said it was not making money from its exist- 
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ing mortgages because of the low interest 
rate environment. 

The aim now is for OneSavings to be listed 
on the Stock Market in the next five-10 years, 
possibly after incorporating other societies. 

JC Flowers will own 40.1 per cent of the 
new business and KRBS 59.9 per cent, but it 
is expected that Flowers - owned by New 
Yorker Christopher Flowers - will eventual¬ 
ly take majority control. 

KRBS chief executive Mike Lazenby has 
reassured members that until Flowers owns 


more than 90 per cent, the mutual ethos of 
running the business for the benefit of its 
members will continue. 

But campaigner Mr James said he would 
be keeping a close eye on the situation. 

“I’ll certainly stay where I am for the 
moment,” he said. “But if it gets to the point 
where KRBS owns less than 10 or 20 per 
cent of the new organisation then I don’t see 
the point of carrying on because I don’t see 
that as remaining mutual.” 

With assets of more than £2.2 billion, 
KRBS is the 12th largest building society in 
the UK and has served the people of the 
county for more than 150 years. 

It is currently the main sponsor of League 
One football team Charlton Athletic and 
Ryman Division One South side Whitstable 
Town, and until this season its name was 
also on the shirts of League Two club 
Gillingham. 

JC Flowers managing director David 
Morgan said: “We look forward to joining 
forces with KRBS. 

“The injection of new capital will make the 
business stronger and able to take advan¬ 
tage of opportunities as they arise.” 

Kent Reliance is the only building society 
based in Kent, having incorporated the 
Chatham Reliance, Dover District, Herne 
Bay and Kent and Canterbury building soci¬ 
eties that were all founded in the mid-to- 
late-19th century.

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Bitterns wing in 

BITTERNS are arriving at the RSPB’s 
Dungeness reserve from the Continental as 
cold weather forces them to migrate to sites 
where they can find winter food. 

The site offers reedbeds and a supply of 
fish for the birds to feed on. Sightings are 
being made most days at Denge Marsh and 
the Hanson-ARC pit. 

Bob Gomes, RSPB site manager, said: 
“Bitterns are very secretive so can be hard 
to spot. We know we have at least three at 
the moment and as the weather turns cold¬ 
er expect to see more.” 

Between 1967 and 2002 only one or two 
bitterns were seen each winter, but since 
2002 numbers increased to three or more. 

In January, 2009, eight were seen. This 
summer recorded the first confirmed 
breeding, after a female exhibited typical 
feeding behaviour, indicating chicks in 
the nest. 


Sikhs’ stunning gurdwara

A GIANT new place of worship for 
the Sikh community of north Kent 
has officially opened its doors. 

The new gurdwara dominates the Gravesend 
skyline and is believed to be one of the largest in 
the UK. Covered in marble, the Guru Nanak 
Marg Gurdwara, in Saddington Street, has taken 
eight years and £12 million to complete. The 
money was raised by the community. 

It can accommodate 1,200 worshippers in its 
three huge halls. Sikhs held a parade through the 
town for the moving of the Guru Granth Sahib -

the holy scripture of Sikhism - from their 
old place of worship in Clarence Place to 
the new site. The importance of the move 
was marked by a continuous 48-hour read¬ 
ing of the Guru Granth Sahib. 

And on the 541st birthday of the founder 
of the Sikh faith, Guru Nanak Sahib Ji, a 
service was held at the gurdwara, as a new 
Sikh flag was raised outside. A £1.5m 
extension including a lecture 
theatre, library, offices and 
creche is scheduled to be 
completed by April. 

Swaran Singh, the 
president of the gurd¬ 
wara management 
committee, said: “It is a 
beautiful building and 
important to the commu¬ 
nity. We do need a building 
this big. When you first buy 
a place, you wait a while, then 
get a bigger and better place as you grow. 

“This is our God house and a God house 
must be better than other houses. So we 
want to make sure the community can look 
at this gurdwara and know it is the best. 

“It is not only for Sikhs - it is multi-cul¬ 
tural. We are a multi-cultural society, so 
this is for everyone.” 

The trio of worship halls and main lobby 
are all topped with domes that are lined

with colourful glass mosaics. The 
largest dome above the main hall is 
18m in diameter. The building is clad in 
marble and granite shipped in from India. 
In recent weeks, finishing touches have 
included linings for the water features and 
fountains in front of the building. 

It is a long way from the Sikh communi¬ 
ty’s first place of worship in Gravesend - a 
house in Edwin Street during the 1960s.

Canterbury 
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Rantzen backs 

new centre for 

bullied children 


ANTI-BULLYING campaigner Esther Rantzen has lent her backing to 
the setting up of a new school for victims in Kent, writes Steve Knight. 


The former That’s Life! presenter and 
ChildLine founder is also a patron of the Red 
Balloon charity which runs a number of learn¬ 
ing centres for children who have suffered 
from severe physical and psychological abuse. 

Plans for such a centre are now being 
pursued in Ashford, and Rantzen told KoS 
it could make a huge difference to young 
people’s lives. 

She said: “When I met (Red 
Balloon founder) Dr Carrie 
Herbert and learned what her 
charity was doing it was a mas¬ 
sive load off my back. 

“It had been of huge concern 
to me as to how severely bul¬ 
lied children were going to get 
a proper education. 

Disgusting 

“It’s a long process of name¬ 
calling, beatings and exclusion 
that force young people to want 
to take their own lives, which is 
a stage that half of Red 
Balloon’s kids have reached. They had all 
found themselves in a situation where they 
dare not go to school and were even too petri¬ 
fied to go down the street because they feared 
they would get beaten or taunted if they did. 

“Red Balloon centres are all about rebuild¬ 
ing young people’s academic attainment as 
well as the expectation they will be greeted 
when they walk into a room rather than be 
called a name.” 


Red Balloon learning centres cater for 
groups of about 15 and have a success rate of 
more than 95 per cent in terms of getting 
young people back into mainstream educa¬ 
tion or employment. 

Rantzen said several former recipients of the 
service had gone on to earn first-class degrees 
and respected positions in society throughout 
its 15-year existence. 

This past week was Anti- 
Bullying Week, but the occa¬ 
sion was marred by an ongoing 
public hate campaign against 
X Factor contestant Katie 
Waissel. 

The 24-year-old Londoner 
has now been afforded round- 
the-clock protection following a 
series of death threats on social 
networking websites like 
Facebook. 

Rantzen, 70, told KoS she 
was sickened by the bullying, 
adding: “Someone once told 
me that chimpanzees and 
humans are the only animals that hunt and 
kill members of their own species. 

“There’s something horrible inside us; it’s 
about power and control and it’s disgusting. 

“I can’t see why anyone would want to 
bully Katie, but I suppose it’s because she’s 
vulnerable, and unfortunately vulnerable 
people attract the cruellest in society.”

Council used wrong White Cliffs 
picture on website to save money 


FOR years they have stood as a symbol of 
Britain, the gateway to England and the 
sweet sight of home for soldiers during the 
two world wars. 

But for a council needing to save cash, the 
importance of the White Cliffs of Dover 
couldn’t have been further from their minds. 

For instead of using a picture of the famous 
cliffs on its website, Dover Town Council 
uploaded a photo of the Seven Sisters in 
neighbouring Sussex in a bid to save on copy¬ 
right costs. 

Town clerk Mike Webb, who admitted the 


pseudo-white cliffs of Dover picture had 
been on the site for three years, said it was 
simply a case of cutting back on spending. 

“The web designers were asked to provide a 
photo of‘white cliffs’, which they did,” he said. 

“Part of their remit was to keep costs to a 
minimum therefore nothing with a copyright 
was used. This caused its own problems, 
since it was hard to find a copyright-free 
photo taken with a professional camera.”

Rare Dickens collection 
to go on public display 


A PRICELESS collection of books 
by Charles Dickens is being 
opened to the public for the first 
time in almost 100 years to coin¬ 
cide with a new exhibition explor¬ 
ing his Kent connections, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The series of works, called the Fitzgerald 
Collection, includes books relating to the 
Victorian author and is one of the world’s 
most comprehensive records of his work. 

The compilation is named after Percy 
Fitzgerald, an author and critic and close 
friend of Dickens, who was the first president 
of The Dickens Fellowship. 

It includes all of Dickens’ major novels, 
plus many of his minor works, first editions, 
translations, photographs of the author, and 
a scrapbook with Victorian picture cards. 

Fitzgerald donated the collection of memo¬ 
rabilia to Eastgate House Museum in 
Rochester in 1912, where it was displayed and 
then put into storage before being moved to 


the Medway Archives and Local Studies Centre. 

From December 8, the books, which are 
kept in Fitzgerald’s original bookcases, will 
be available to see on request. 

Items from the collection can be viewed at 
the archive centre in the Clock Tower build¬ 
ing at the former Civic Centre car park in 
Strood, by booking a table in advance. 

A Dickensian day is being held to mark the 
collection launch on Wednesday, December 8, 
which will include talks and a play. 

As part of the celebrations an exhibition is 
being held at the archive centre between Dec¬ 
ember 2 and January 11, looking at Medway 
places that are linked to Dickens, comparing 
the Victorian and modem day locations. 

Tickets for the book launch on December 8 
are free in the morning. 

Afternoon admission is £8, when a talk and 
play will be held and half the proceeds will be 
donated to the £100,000 appeal to restore the 
Dickens Swiss chalet at Eastgate House, 
where the author wrote Great Expectations.

DARTFORD crossing toll 
charges will remain “for the 
foreseeable future” after the 
Government admitted it 
cannot do without the 
£17 million annual income 
they provide. 

Last month it was announced the 
cost of using the crossing may rise to 
£2.50 for car drivers by 2012, despite 
motorists being promised the levy 
would be scrapped once the cost of 
building the QEII Bridge was met. 

But during a Commons debate on 
congestion at the crossing this week, 
transport minister Mike Penning 
said the removal of the tolls was not 
an option. 

He said: ‘We are in really difficult 
economic times, and the £17m-a-year 
gross revenue the tolls take in is an 
important part of the money avail¬ 
able for the infrastructure and trans¬ 
port network for the whole country.” 

But Mr Penning did reiterate the 


Government’s commitment to reduce 
congestion and pollution at the cross¬ 
ing by removing the barriers and 
looking into the possible construction 
of a third Thames crossing. 

He said that most businesses would 
rather pay an extra 50p if it meant 
their drivers were no longer caught in 
huge tailbacks. 

“The toll booths are what is really 
holding up the traffic,” he added. 

“The delays are being caused by 
people trying to find change, not real¬ 
ising they have to pay, or losing their 
DART-Tag. 

“If we remove the toll 
booths altogether so people 
can drive across the bridge 
or through the tunnels, that 
delay will be removed. 

“The London congestion 


charge uses vehicle number plate 
recognition, and it works well. We 
intend to use that technology to 
remove the barriers at the north and 
south of the crossing.” 

Last Tuesday’s debate was secured 
by Dartford Tory MP Gareth 
Johnson, who said: We have recently 
had an announcement that the price 
of the tolls should be increased. 

“I cannot accept that extra levy on 
the motorist, who is feeling fairly 
beleaguered in this particular part of 
the country. 

“The congestion at the Dartford 
crossing has united Dartford against 
the current toll booths system. Local 
people despise the impact it has had 
on the area, as we have had nothing 
but misery, congestion and pollution 
as a result.” 

Meanwhile, the transport minister 
revealed during the debate that it 
was unlikely the DART-Tag resi¬ 
dents’ discount scheme would be 
extended to areas outside of Dartford.

A WAR hero is selling the Military Cross handed 
to him by the Queen to help pay for his life in 
Civvy Street as the parent of a young daughter. 

The Folkestone soldier, who 


laid his life on the line in the 
heat of a Basra battle to protect 
his platoon from enemy fire, 
has been told he could expect it 
to fetch up to £22,000. 

Ryan Copping served with 
the 1st Battalion Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment. 

He said the money will help 
him bring up five-year-old 
Faith and allow her to “have a 
happier life”. 

The 25-year-old is now work¬ 
ing in the security business and 
said he needs the cash from the 
medal sale, which is being held 
at Sotheby’s in London on 
Tuesday, November 30. 

Private Copping was just 21 
when he was driving the lead 
Warrior armoured vehicle in an 
operation in the heart of Basra 
at the height of the state of 
emergency in 2006. 

They came under intense 
small arms and rocket-propelled 
grenade fire from a notorious 
area known as the Shia flats. 

With the crew struggling to 
identify both the enemy and 
the route to take to push onto 
the objective, Private Copping 
opened his driver’s hatch, stuck 
his head out and began steer¬ 
ing his vehicle through streets 
strewn with obstacles while

talking his gunner onto target 
after target. 

The official citation reads: 
“Private Copping has demon¬ 
strated a near complete disre¬ 
gard for his own safety in order 
to do what he believed to be the 
act needed to ensure the vehi¬ 
cle, platoon and operation did 
not become bogged down.” 

On the decision to sell the 
Military Cross along with his 
Iraq Theatre of War medal, he 
said: “I don’t look at them and 
see pound notes, but if I don’t 
sell them, they will pass down 
through my family and some 
day, somebody else will. 

“So I thought I may as well 
benefit from them. I have a 
daughter from a previous rela¬ 
tionship to look after and bills 
to pay and I just want us to 
have a happier life.” 

Ryan left school at 16 and 
worked in a hairdressing salon 
in Folkestone before signing up 
for the Prince of Wales’s Royal 
Regiment at 18. 

He was posted to Germany in 
2005 where he underwent 
training to deploy to Iraq, arriv¬ 
ing there in March, 2006.

It was drawn up by the Kent and Medway 
Domestic Abuse Strategy Group, made up of 
representatives from police, criminal justice, 
local government agencies and support 
groups, to maximise resources and provide vic¬ 
tims with efficient and effective services.

At the moment 
they each have their own 
teams working on domestic 
violence, leading to some 
doubling up of services. 

Christine Missen, Crown 
Prosecution Services’ domes¬ 
tic violence co-ordinator for 
Kent, said agencies working 
together would mean help 
for a victim from beginning 
to end. 

“We need to make people 
much more aware of the sup¬ 
port available,” she said. 

“We needed a new 
approach. Victims need help 
and advice at the start, dur¬ 
ing and after the prosecu¬ 
tion. Through this we can 
offer support every step of 
the way, such as refuge and 
protection.” 

Kent County Council’s 
head of community safety 
Stuart Beaumont, who 


chairs the Domestic Abuse Strategy Group, 
said the new plan laid out a simple, but clear 
focus on the ambitions of organisations 
working to reduce domestic abuse and sup¬ 
port victims, the majority of whom are 
women. 

“The immediate challenge continues to be 
how to sustain, develop and improve those 
services that are working within the domestic 
abuse field,” he said. 

“The long-term aim is to reduce the number 
of people affected by domestic abuse across 
Kent and Medway.” 

Honour-based violence 

Eight specialist domestic abuse units are 
used within Kent Police and more than 2,000 
officers and staff have received training in the 
use of a national risk identification checklist 
called DASH - Domestic Abuse, Stalking, 
Harassment and Honour Based Violence - to 
help identify a victim. 

Independent domestic violence advisors 
(IDVA) are also used in Kent to act as a bridge 
between victims and the various agencies 
needed during a domestic violence case.

A VICTIM has opened up about the 
disturbing abuse she suffered at the 
hands of her partner. 

Christine (named changed) lived in 
the Oasis Domestic Abuse Service’s 
refuge in east Kent for eight months 
with her son after being subjected to 
the violent assaults. 

“I noticed his behaviour became 
controlling when I was pregnant, but 
I put it down to him being protective 
of me and the baby,” she said. 


“The first time he assaulted me 
was when he found me asleep on the 
sofa. He pulled me up by my hair and 
when I explained the pregnancy was 
making me tired, he hit me. After that 
it was if I couldn’t do anything right.” 

Her mobile was confiscated and 
contact with her family broke down. 

“He told me if I spoke to anyone 
else he would get a knife and cut the 
baby out of my stomach. I was hys¬ 
terical, begging him to stop and at 


that point I knew I had to leave.” 

She contacted her midwife and was 
taken to a safe house by Oasis. She 
was also given support to press 
charges, with an Independent Dom¬ 
estic Violence Advocate and key worker. 

“A year later my son and I have 
moved into a flat and I attend a week¬ 
ly support group at Oasis,” she said.

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PERPETRATORS of domestic abuse are 
being given the chance to change their 
behaviour and turn their lives around. 

A 27-week programme, commissioned by 
Kent Probation, is being run by the St Giles Trust 
charity in Tonbridge, Folkestone and Medway, 
encouraging men to come forward and recog¬ 
nise the impact of their violence. 

In the past six months, the self-referral scheme 


has helped more than 50 men and a further 48 
partners and 96 children have benefitted. 

Successful businessman David was one of 
those helped by the programme. 

Earlier this year he struck his partner for the 
first time and realised he needed to get help. 

“Although it was the first time I had ever gone 
to hit her, I had been verbally abusive in the 
past,” he said. 


“It came from my father. He was the kind of 
man that kept a big stick behind the Aga. 

“I was brought up to believe the man rules and 
the woman does as she is told. 

“The programme helped me actually realise I 
was wrong. It was like switching on a light in a 
dark room. 

“The course is life-changing. It re-educated 
me and made me deal with things differently.” 


Asked whether his relationship survived the 
problems, he told KoS: “My partner is now my 
wife. We got married.” 

He added: “I would encourage others to 
attend the programme. It doesn’t suit everyone 
and you need to want to change, but at the end 
of the day if you put a lot into it you get a lot out.”

Ensuring swift 
justice is done 

A THIRD specialist domestic violence court 
could be opened to tackle the high number 
of abuse cases. 

The county already has two, based in 
Maidstone and Thanet, but the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board is working with 
other agencies with the aim of opening a 
third in Medway next year. 

Magistrates, prosecutors and legal advi¬ 
sors at these courts have all undergone spe¬ 
cialist training in domestic abuse issues. 

Plans for a third facility are a result of the 
high number of prosecutions seen in the 
county through the specialist courts. 

Six months before the Maidstone court 
was opened in July, 2007, a total of 14 per¬ 
petrators were brought to justice - in any 
six month period now the figure is more 
than 150. 

The Thanet court, since opening in July, is 
seeing an average of 23 cases a month with 
a 43 per cent increase in the number of suc¬ 
cessful convictions - from 14 to 20. 

If a Medway court was to open it is esti¬ 
mated the facilities would 
manage 1,100 domestic 
violence cases a year. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
of Kent, Adrian Leppard, 
pictured, who chairs the 
Kent Criminal Justice 
Board, said: “Bringing 
more perpetrators to jus¬ 
tice is one of our key tar¬ 
gets and providing a safe, supportive and 
secure environment for victims and wit¬ 
nesses is an essential element of this.” 

Victims are able to give evidence by video 
link or from behind a screen with support 
available before, throughout and after the 
legal process. 

Peter Cockrill, a senior crown prosecutor 
and one of four domestic violence champi¬ 
ons in Kent, said: “Victims are looking for 
speedy justice, speedy is effective when it 
comes to domestic violence.”

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Bereaved partner wants crash justice

THE heartbroken partner of a man killed 
in a crash believed to have been caused by 
youngsters throwing stones has called for 
justice to be done, writes Marijke Cox. 

Sheila Bright pleaded for whoever was responsi¬ 
ble to come forward when she this week visited the 
scene where her partner Michael Baker died on 
July 24. The 47-year-old painter and decorator had 
been travelling as a passenger in a recovery pick¬ 
up truck when it collided with a lorry which had 
been forced to stop suddenly 

It is believed the lorry driver had been trying to 
pull over on the A20 near the Swanley interchange 
after something hit his windscreen. Kent Police 
said a group of young people was seen at the side of 
the road, which can be accessed through an under¬ 
pass next to a housing estate. Ms Bright, 43, who 
had been in a relationship with Mr Baker for three- 
and-a-half years, said those responsible had ripped 
a family apart. 

“They know they’ve done it, their parents know 
they’ve done it, but they don’t care that Mike’s chil-

dren now have no dad or 
his grandchildren have 
no grandad,” she said. 

“They knew they were 
doing something wrong. 
They’ve killed him and 
all I have left is a box of 
ashes. It’s time for them 
to come forward and tell 
the truth. I need justice 
for Mike.” 

Mr Baker, who had four 
children, two stepchildren 
- two of whom he never got

and eight grandchildren 
to see - had been in a truck towing Ms Bright’s car 
after an earlier crash on the M25. 

Ms Bright said: “Let those responsible come and 
stay with us for a day and see what they’ve done to 
us. I can’t believe they’re getting away with it, but 
I’ve got to be strong.” 

Ms Bright, who lives in Rustington, West Sussex, 
admitted that if it wasn’t for her children and 
grandchild she might not be here. “I feel I have 


nothing to live for,” she said. The emotional visit to 
site of the fatal crash had been “hell”, she added. 

“Knowing that’s where Mike got killed. 
Knowing the kids that did it are close to here - I 
can’t stand it.” 

Mr Baker, who lived in Littlehampton, West 
Sussex, was described by Ms Bright as an avid tea- 
drinker who made everyone laugh. She added: “He 
would help anyone at the drop of a hat.” 

Four children aged between 10 and 15 were 
arrested in connection with the fatal accident in 
July. They were questioned on suspicion of 
manslaughter after reports of stones being thrown 
from the side of the road. 

But Kent Police said last week they will not face 
prosecution. Chief Insp Adrian Futers said: ‘We are 
not able to charge anyone in connection with this 
incident and the young people have been released. 

“The investigation is not closed, but we need people 
to come forward and tell us what happened so we can 
explain to Mr Baker’s family how and why he died.”

Know your Facebook friends, warns blogger 


FACEBOOK fanatics are warned 
they risk being dragged into crimi¬ 
nal investigations if they add too 
many unknown people as friends. 

Many users compete to build up 
as many online acquaintances as 
they can on the social networking 
website, even if they have never 
met the people they are adding. 

But this, says 22-year-old 
University of Kent student Zack 
Whittaker, increases the chances of 
them being associated with terror¬ 
ists or gang members and opens 
them up to intelligence gathering. 


Zack writes for the hugely popu¬ 
lar ZDNet technology website but 
says despite his blogs winning 
him an army of admirers in the 
States, he still only has about 200 
Facebook friends. 

“The more friends you have on 
Facebook, the more likely it is that 
you’re adding people you don’t real¬ 
ly know,” he said. “The chances are 
then higher that some of these peo¬ 
ple will be involved in activity 
that’s not lawful. 

“I’m careful not to expose my per¬ 
sonal life too much due to the num¬ 


ber of readers I have in the States, 
but because I know every single 
one of my Facebook friends I can 
vouch for every single of them. The 
same can’t be said for people who 
have 1,500 or more.” 

Zack - who suffers from Tourette 
Syndrome and admits to involun¬ 
tarily shouting “bomb” when trav¬ 
elling by train - is currently study¬ 
ing for a degree in criminology and 
social policy. 

He is one of the supporters of 
National Unfriend Day, which was 
launched by American talk show 


host Jimmy Kimmel and held on 
Wednesday. 

“Government agencies like the 
FBI are not necessarily interested 
in the conversations people have on 
Facebook, but more the contacts 
people make,” said Zack. 

“If somebody has 1,500 friends 
and two of them are nasty charac¬ 
ters, they could find themselves 
dragged into something sinister 
which they actually know nothing 
about.”

LINK IS HIGH-SPEED ROBBERY 


One year from the launch of the much-heralded high-speed rail link, North 
Thanet Tory MP ROGER GALE can see little for many commuters to shout about 


I T was launched with a fanfare of 
trumpets and it promised the 
dawn of a new age of rail travel in 
the South East. Its roots go all the 
way back to the Channel Tunnel 
Bill and the promise that even those 
of us who live in east Kent “behind 
the tunnel door” would enjoy the ben¬ 
efits of the rail link on our domestic 
services. What a let down. 

One year on the much-vaunted High 
Speed 1 may contribute to the domestic 
bliss of commuters from Ashford to St 
Pancras who take what the railway 
company likes to call ‘the Happy 
Train’ to and from work having 
enjoyed an extra 20 minutes in bed 
in the morning, but it does little 
for anyone else. 

In spite of risible claims that “a 
majority of commuters now use the 
high-speed service” the reality is 
that anyone travelling from the east 
Kent and Medway towns is now pay¬ 
ing a very great deal more to be taken to 
a station that they do not want to arrive 
at, for the privilege of then making a 20- 
minute underground journey back to the place 
that they really wanted to get to. 

Door-to-door journey times (the times that min¬ 
isters, the Independent Parliamentary Standards 
Authority and the train operating company do not 
understand are the times that matter) are longer 
and fares are higher. 

What Southeastern Trains euphemistically 
describes as the ‘classic’ services that still run, 
occasionally, into Victoria, Blackfriars and 
Cannon Street, now travel at a snail’s pace, stop at 
stations that most of us never realised had 
escaped the Beeching Axe, and are overcrowded. 

Meanwhile, the ‘high-speed’ trains have been 
shortened in recognition of the lack of public sup¬ 
port for what, with hindsight, has become an 
unfinished ‘vanity’ monument to the last govern¬ 
ment and many of the coaches that the benighted 
taxpayers of Kent are being compelled to fork out 


for lie idle and mothballed in goods yards in 
Faversham and elsewhere - no doubt to be spirit¬ 
ed away to another grand project in due course. 

I really would like to applaud High Speed 1, but 
I suspect that I shall be pushing up daisies before 
any real benefits accrue to those whose interests I 
try to represent. 

There are, for instance, as Network Rail told me 
very recently, no plans in the pipeline to extend the 
Javelin service from Ashford through to a Thanet 
Parkway station or even Ramsgate. No plans to 
sort out the missing miles of new track, alter 
bridges, remove level crossings and deliver the 60- 
minute service from Ramsgate to London 
that was actually achievable a quarter of 
a century ago using old trans, old stock 
and existing signals and track. 

So much of our hard-earned 
money has been ploughed into HS1 
that there is nothing left over to 
swiftly upgrade the signals and the 
points that might, then, at least 
deliver a swifter service on the 
Kent coastline. And now, in order to, 
as Southeastern’s media apologist so 
elegantly puts it, “pay for investment”, 
we are facing, following three years of 
above average fare increases, a further 
rise not of the ministerial RPI plus-three 
per cent, but of 12.8 per cent on tracks that 
carry passengers to and from one of the areas 
of highest social deprivation in the country. 

And while those travelling faster and at less cost 
to other more affluent areas of the South East, 
Kent’s rail passengers can only wonder at the stu¬ 
pidity of a system that denies access to a port, a 
potentially viable regional airport and, of course, 
to businesses that might wish to invest in east 
Kent if only they could travel there by rail at 
speeds in excess of 35mph! 

My view is that HS1 has been brought about at 
inordinate cost and waste, to the benefit of a very 
few and to the detriment of the many who are 
paying for it, but who wish to use other services. 

Dick Turpin would have been amazed, I think, 
at the gall of those who, at least for the moment, 
are being allowed to run our railway. 

No point in holding up the passengers at pistol- 
point Dick. Their pockets have already been emp¬ 
tied by other highwaymen.

Sport savings will 
go on obesity help 

IN LESS than two years’ time Team GB will 
discover if all the money invested in British 
sport is truly worth it. 

The 2012 London Olympics will put the 
country’s brightest young talents under the 
international spotlight, and chances are 
they will do us proud by bringing home one 
of the largest medal hauls in recent memory. 

But if the Government has its way and 
cuts the funding for School Sports 
Partnerships (SSPs), it could be a very long 
time before they are able to do so again. 

England will always have a steady stream 
of children wanting to become the next 
football, rugby or cricket stars, but it is less 
popular sports like table tennis and bad¬ 
minton that will suffer if the SSPs are 
scrapped. And what of childhood obesity - 
a problem that is by no means solved and 
will only get worse if pupils have even less 
opportunity to take part in physical activity? 

There is a serious risk the savings made 
by cutting SSP funding will come back to 
haunt the Government in the form of 
increased costs to the NHS. 

While ministers must be congratulated 
for following Kent’s lead and supporting a 
national school Olympics, it must not fall 
into the trap of thinking that alone will do. 

Children benefit tremendously from year- 
round physical exercise and competition, 
so to take that away from them would be 
an invitation to stay at home and watch tel¬ 
evision every day. 

And as most parents know only too well, 
many youngsters will not need to be asked 
twice. 

Cliffs not so unique 

DOVER Town Council’s website claims to 
welcome us all to “the best in an English 
seaside town”, but it’s a shame the town in 
question appears to be 50-odd miles away 
in Sussex. 

The strange thing was, it took residents 
more than three years to spot that a picture 
supposed to be the famous White Cliffs 
was actually of the Seven Sisters.

Our privacy is 
worth saving 

ID cards are being scrapped, and 
with them the National Identity 
Register and the ContactPoint 
children’s database. 

This is a success for N02ID and I 


would like to publicly thank all 
those who supported and helped 
with our campaign - not just in my 
own branch, but across east and 
mid-Kent. 

So, is it all over? No, even though 
we may no longer be out on the 
streets with our stalls. 

A bureaucratic obsession with 
ID and information sharing goes 
on, and so do we. Your finances, 
your travel by plane or car, who 
you call and email, soon your 
medical records... all are starting 
to be captured and made available 
for ‘mining’. 

A 2009 report looked at 46 big 
government database projects. It 
found more than half damage 
personal privacy or create other 
risks. Only two of those have since 
been cancelled. 

We define the ‘Database State’ 
as the trend to manage society by 
collecting data, mass surveillance, 
and authoritarian oversight of all 
aspects of our lives. 

N02ID continues to campaign 
against state identity management 
and the abuse of personal informa¬ 
tion, and for individual control of 
what is private. 

Our current campaigns concern a 
proposed centralised electoral regis¬ 


ter with local authority powers to 
cross-match data to track those who 
don’t register, medical confidentiali¬ 
ty and the NHS Spine (not yet rolled 
out in Kent, but coming), tracking 
travellers through e-passports and 
e-borders, abuse of DNA records, 
snooping on internet and telephone 
use, and police logging of all car 
journeys using ANPR cameras. 

Government needs some informa¬ 
tion to work, but they always take 
and use much more than they need. 

All squeeze facts out of you and 
force others to provide more - just 
for the file’. You may have to deal 
with them, but you can’t say what 
they can do with that file. 

In a few years it has become 
‘normal’ to be asked to provide ID, 
proof of address or other details by 
people who don’t need them. More 
is officially gathered, cross-checked, 
passed-on - even to other countries. 

You should have the right to 
decide who knows what about you. 

“We know where you live” is an 
old threat. The database state 
means state control of personal 
identity - with or without ID cards.

Power of good 

KINGSNORTH power station employees have 
added a string to their bow by completing an NVQ 
course in plant operations, writes Steve Knight. 


Eighty workers at the site on 
the Hoo Peninsula, near 
Rochester, took part in the train¬ 
ing scheme, which was run by 
the plant’s management firm 
Norec in partnership with 
MidKent College. 

Site manager John Huxted 
said: “We’ve seen an increase in 
enthusiasm of our staff because 
we’ve demonstrated through 
part-funding the training that 
we value them and are commit¬ 
ted to developing their skills. 

“We’ve also seen an increase in 
competency. As a manager I like 
to know my staff are trained to a 
high-quality, national standard. 

“This training opportunity was 
one we simply couldn’t miss.” 

The NVQ was delivered at 
Kingsnorth’s own on-site train¬ 
ing centre - set up in January, 
2009 - and funded by Train to 
Gain with a Norec subsidy of 
more than £15,000.

with its handling. And now it is winning 
over the head with the newly-arrived front-

ELECTRIC cars are winning the 
battle to convince motorists that 
they are a value-for-money propo¬ 
sition, according to new research. 

While some are put off by the high purchase 
cost of the first electric car models - even 
Mitsubishi’s modest MiEV city car is nearly 
£29,000 - it seems many people see the 
money-saving potential of a battery-powered 
vehicle over its lifetime. 

This turnaround from the gloomy outlook for 
electric power just a year ago follows a poll by 
TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk. 

This saw electric cars voted as having the 
lowest perceived lifetime costs thanks to their 
low ‘refuelling’/recharging cost and tax perks, 
beating fuel-efficient diesels into second place. 

Website visitors were asked “Which car type 
do you think will typically cost you the least to 
run over a lifetime?” 

It produced the results in percentage terms: 

Electric - 29 per cent 

Diesel - 27 per cent 

Hybrid - 20 per cent 

LPG - 16 per cent 

Petrol - eight per cent. 

This confounds forecasts by market watch¬ 
ers and valuation guides that buyers feared 
being unable to recoup the high initial outlay 
through lower operating costs and robust 
second-hand values. 

And the timing couldn’t be better with the 
first genuinely practical electric cars due on 
the UK market in early 2011. 

These include the five-door egg-like 
Mitsubishi and the closely-related Citroen C- 
Zero and Peugeot iOn, as well as the Nissan 
Leaf - a more conventional looking five-door 
hatchback, but still costing around £29,000. 

Sales will be helped though by Government 
grants worth up to £5,000 each and the fact

that, once bought, electric cars will cost 
just 2p/mile to run and commuters will 
escape London congestion charges as well as 
road tax. 

TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk editor Faye 
Sunderland said: “January will see electric 


cars start to realise their potential in this 
country and we fully expect that the grants 
available will be snapped up to allow con¬ 
sumers to access the low running costs and 
environmental appeal of electric cars. 

“Businesses and private buyers will be 


attracted to electric cars because, among other 
things, they promise such low costs to recharge. 

“It makes the kind of money we spend on 
diesel and petrol seem obscene by comparison, 
and British consumers are frankly sick of 
being ripped off at the petrol pumps.”

Peugeot 207 SW 


DURING the past year or so 
Peugeot has performed a volte face 
on MPV policy. 

For years, one-box designs were left largely 
to sister brand Citroen and its ever-expanding 
line-up of Picasso people carriers. 

Meanwhile, the senior partner continued to 
evolve its own 'space/sports wagon’ or SW 
approach, which could trace its origins back to 
capacious, versatile multi-seat estate cars that 
it used to sell into the French rural community. 

But Peugeot has dabbled lately with the 
MPV concept via its 3008 crossover and then 
committed further with the classy 5008. 

Rather than being seen as a move away from 
the SW ‘super estate’, though, this really ought 
to be seen as a complement to it. 

That impression certainly came through 
while driving the most junior SW, based on the 
207 supermini and priced from £13,335. 

You get everything expected from an MPV 
except for a higher driving position. 

Counterbalancing that though is the 
Peugeot’s car-like driving manners - some¬ 


thing few MPVs can boast. For a car where 
space and convenience are a priority, the 207 
SW also looks pretty chic; the rear pillar’s back¬ 
ward rake disguises the car’s boxy rear end 
beautifully, while most versions get an added 
touch of class thanks to aluminium roof rails. 

It helps too that the overall design is based 
on one of the market’s sharpest looking super¬ 
minis; it really outdoes its most obvious rivals, 
the Renault Clio Sport Tourer. 

And where Peugeot interiors sometimes 
used to fail to measure up to the exterior, the 
207 range marked a major change of heart; 


the 207 SW’s cabin is a genuinely pleasant 
environment, helped here on our Sport spec 
test car by the huge ‘Cielo’ full-length glass 
roof that comes as standard. 

The plastics are attractive and durable look¬ 
ing, the neat gauges have chrome bezels on 
higher grade models and there is a lot of classy 
alloy detail. 

I was rather disappointed that, for a car 
designed to compete with MPVs, there was not 
more interior stowage - the glove compart¬ 
ment is small and I could not find any decent 
space for CDs. 


However, the boot is large for this class with 
a low load threshold and fold flat rear seats for 
excellent load lugging, while head and legroom 
for rear passengers is excellent - the cabin 
remains airy even with the electrically-pow¬ 
ered blind in place. 

You also quickly forget minor grumbles 
when driving the 207 SW. The choice of 
engines for the SW is not as wide as that for 
the classy hatchback line-up, but you do get 
the pick of the bunch. Our car featured one of 
two excellent 1.6-litre diesel options; in this 
case it was the 92bhp motor - there is also a 
112bhp - capable of averaging nearly 70mpg. 

It is a typically smooth unit with a light five- 
speed gearbox which, allied with responsive 
steering, allows this little workhorse to carry 
over all the driver enjoyment of the main 207 
hatchback range - how many equivalent 
MPVs can draw similar praise? 

The most noticeable benefits are a comfort¬ 
able ride, tenacious grip and poise on comers, 
where a conventional high-set MPV might heel. 

There is a further trick up the SWs sleeve - 
though not tested here - a higher-riding, more 
rugged Outdoor version with chunky bumpers 
and wheel arches. 

Personally, I prefer the looks of the ‘standard’ 
version rather than what looks suspiciously 
like a pseudo 4x4 marketing exercise. 

Verdict: if you enjoy driving, but have to 
yield to practicality for work, family, sport or 
canine reasons this little Peugeot offers more 
than a small MPV, without any loss of style or 
street cred.

Port caught in glare of 
The Sun’s ‘attack dog’ 


PORT managers at Dover and their 
controversial privatisation plans 
have come under fire from outspo¬ 
ken columnist Kelvin MacKenzie. 

The former editor of The Sun and now the 
national tabloid’s most ferocious attack dog, 
responded vigorously after Port of Dover chief 
executive Bob Goldfield accused him of “talking 
bollocks” when he questioned the Dover scheme. 

MacKenzie told readers on Thursday: “That 
may be true, Mr Goldfield, but I do know why 
you and your ho-hum management are so keen 
to get your hands on this business. 

'Under the new ownership they will receive a 
shares package worth anything between £4 mil¬ 
lion to £16 million. Why don’t you justify that 
payout in public, Mr Goldfield? 

“Almost worse than that, the management has 
agreed to pay £100,000 of your money - remem¬ 
ber you, the taxpayer, own this asset - to hire

the PR company Bell Pottinger to lobby for the 
sale of this business.” 

He added that it was a scandal and Dover peo¬ 
ple should be protesting about it, adding that 
the port was “massively profitable” making 
£25m on a £53m turnover. 

And his parting shot was a battle cry in favour 
of the rival People’s Port proposal championed by 
local Conservative MP Charlie Elphicke: “The 
sooner the People’s Port is owned by the people 
the better. And the great news is that when you 
get your hands on it, you can throw Mr Goldfield 
and his colleagues out of the window” 

The Sun man’s outburst follows an exclusive 
Business Week interview in which Mr Goldfield 
strenuously denied suggestions that he and his 
managers were pushing the port sale so that 


they could walk away with a multi-million- 
pound jackpot. 

“Chance would be a fine thing,” he insisted. 
“There are no millions here.” 

He added that no member of port staff could 
hope for more than £300,000 via an initial share 
valuation and they would be unable to unlock 
that value for three years. 

The privatisation scheme is stalled while the 
Department of Transport considers a dispute 
between the port and the ferry companies over 
their tariffs for 2010. 

The companies are also due to meet Mr 
Goldfield and his team early next week to dis¬ 
cuss the disputed fees for 2011, which the port 
wants to set above average inflation. 

It will be the first meeting of the Ferry Port 
Users’ Group for months and the operators con¬ 
tinue to seethe about £60m of their cash held by 
the harbour board as a levy towards £85m of 
new berthing infrastructure they have called for. 


SeaFrance’s future 


SEAFRANCE - one of the main ferry operators using the Port of Dover - will 
have its future decided on December 15. 

It is then that owner SNCF, the state-owned French rail operator, will open 
four sealed bids for the ferry line, which recently axed half its workforce and is 
in administration despite a 120 million euro injection earlier this year. 

Sources on the French side of the Channel say Brittany Ferries, which oper¬ 
ates longer routes further west, will win the race. 

P&O Ferries - SeaFrance’s rival on the Dover-Calais crossing - ruled itself out 
of any bid some time ago and will add two large new ferries to the route early 
next year. And industry watchers are not expecting a move from DFDS while it 
digests its recent deal to absorb Dover’s third big operator, NorfolkLine. 

This leaves three other likely bidders: French-based utilities giant Veolia - for¬ 
merly Vivendi; Louis Dreyfus Armateurs (LD Lines); and Eurotunnel.

T RY AS it might, Dover can’t escape the limelight for 

long. So, as we await the outcome of controversial port 
privatisation plans, we also approach a decision on the 
future of a leading ferry operator (see front page). 
SeaFrance has been sinking for some time as ferries suffer 
the twin pressures of a dwindling market and a resurgent 
Eurotunnel. Now in administration, we hear that there are four 
bidders for the business - all but one being French. Brittany 
Ferries seems the best fit as it already has viable UK-France 
routes and the French media is already hailing it as favourite to 
win, but the firm will be all too aware that revenues are tight. 

The Louis Dreyfus Armateurs shipping line is also said to 
be in the running, though it burned its fingers in a bid to 
become a fourth power on the Dover-Calais route and its 
two-ship operation was axed earlier this year. 

Eurotunnel - partially French-owned - is the surprise pack¬ 
age. Admittedly, it would secure the SeaFrance share of 
cross-Channel freight business and has plenty of spare 
capacity for train movements. 

But if it were to lay off the SeaFrance vessels, this would 
surely help remaining ferry giants P&O - which has two big 
new ships arriving for 2011 - and the revitalised 
NorfolkLine/DFDS. And so to the dark horse, French utilities 
group Veolia which, like all in its sector, has been able to 
make money while most businesses have been squeezed. 

It could be a formidable opponent to current operators 
above and below the waves, with powerful resources in- 
house and good borrowing power. 

And let’s not forget the French government’s influence as 
owner of rail giant SNCF which, in turn, owns SeaFrance and 
has pumped more than 100 million euros into the stricken 
company over the past year, without a murmur from the EU. 
That’s something France always seems to manage when 
other EU nations don’t - how many times has Renault been 
rescued by Government cash? 

Yes, maintaining a French ferry line on the Dover-Calais 
route is a matter of national pride so there is a great deal of 
Gallic horsetrading being done as we approach decision day 
on December 15.

BRITAIN may still be reckoned one 
of the world’s best places to do busi¬ 
ness, but that view drew mixed 
responses from two Kent business 
leaders, writes Steve Loader. 

The Doing Business report from the 
International Finance Corporation and the 
World Bank had ranked us at number four, 
beating the USA and our European neigh¬ 
bours. Singapore topped the annual report’s 
table for the fifth consecutive year, followed by 
Hong Kong and New Zealand. 

The feel-good factor was also enhanced by 
the Government promising to create an enter¬ 
prise visa, allowing more UK businesses to be 
set up by foreigners. 

But Institute of Directors’ regional chief 
Rodger Broad was not convinced. “It would be 
premature for the Government to congratu¬ 
late itself,” he said. “In years past, labour mar¬ 
ket flexibility was a key component of the 
World Bank’s analysis, yet it has vanished 



from this year’s rankings. 

“As shown over the last three Doing 
Business reports, employing workers in the 
UK has become harder every year since 2007. 
Labour market flexibility has slipped from 
17th in 2007, to 21st in 2008, to 28th in 2009 
and 35th in 2010. 

“The World Bank’s ranking must therefore 
be taken with a pinch of salt, since it leaves out 
one of the most serious barriers the 
Government places on the private sector.” 


But Kent Science Park director James Speck 
welcomed the vote of confidence. 

He said: “The UK has always punched above 
its weight when it comes to business. We have 
been responsible for technologies that have 
driven the global economy for centuries: 
steam, telecoms, the jet engine, television - the 
internet was also the brainchild of a Briton. 

“Too often you hear people decrying the lack 
of enterprise and innovation, but it is still alive 
and kicking in places like Kent Science Park. 

“We are home to world leaders in pharma¬ 
ceuticals and healthcare, with companies 
developing treatments for multiple sclerosis 
and pain relief, as well as those serving the 
aerospace industry. And we continue to receive 
inquiries from overseas businesses looking to 
set up in the UK. 

“The challenge is how we protect and retain 
our global competitiveness, and that requires 
Government intervention to cut red tape and 
boost growth. This will send a strong message 
to overseas firms that we are an attractive 
proposition for international business.”

Engineering and manufacturing - once Britain’s bedrock - is 
tipped for revival in the UK after the false dawn of reliance on 
the banking and service industries. So we spoke to the MO of 
one of Kent’s jewels in this once forgotten sector, Tim Alien of 
the Ashford-based MJ Allen group. Business editor STEVE 
LOADER hears how good ideas, diversification and a ‘can-do’ 
attitude can deliver growth 



T IM Allen hates the over-used 
expression.‘one-stop shop’, but 
admits cheerfully that it’s the best 
way to describe the family firm. 
There’s no greater buzz than someone showing us a 
drawing and asking, 'Can you make this? f and them us 
presenting them with the finished article. If anyone out 
there has a design for the next, great widget. I'd love to 
speak to them.” 

No wonder MJ Allen is a first call for anyone produc¬ 
ing prototypes or limited runs - “Car clubs, for instance, 
will contact us about making a run of engine blocks or 
some other key component,” he said. "But there aren’t 
many companies in the UK - which taught the world 
how to make this stuff - that can now do what we do ” 
And while there is much that is traditional about 
what, the company does, it doesn't wait to be caught out 


commercially by new developments, so the group’s 
Ashford HQ reveals several people working on computer 
screens, sotting up and testing complex processes before 
they are allowed to go iive\ 

There is also a modem array of machines that can 
rotate and machine whole components under the eagle- 
eye of a human attendant - at £350,000 each, such 
plant is kept working long horn's to recoup outlay 
But expert craftsmen remain in many areas such as 
mould-making and its Mather and Smith arm, which 
specialises in bespoke ironwork or remaking traditional 
gates, railings and bollards. It also refurbishtxl sections 
of Barnes Bridge over the Thames in just six weeks to 
smarten it up for the 2010 Boat Race. 

The MJ Allen group now comprises 13 companies, 
assembled from organic growth as well as acquisition, 
having been established in Ashford’s Victoria Street in 
1950 by Tim's father Mike, whose other two sons,

1966 where - after some expansion and 
re-deve]tapment - it now employs 90 of the

T HERE are also production sites in 
Swanley - which makes high-preci¬ 
sion tooling and machines - and an 
automotive division in Nottingham, plus 
sales and warehousing sites in Chicago, 
USA, and the Netherlands. 

Despite the economic slowdown, group 
annual sales remained steady at nearly 
£24 million during 2008 and 2009 and are 
on course tor £25m this year, A sign of 
confidence is £600,000 of new machinery 
just installed at Ashford, 

The turnover powerhouse is the automo¬ 
tive components division, worth nearly 
£15m a year, mostly acquired in 1985 
when MJ Alien took over part, of a failed 
company in Nottingham, 

The firm his become a major supplier of 
aftermarket replacement dutches and

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brake discs, but where much of the work was in re-man¬ 
ufacturing, most stock is new production sourced from 
the Far East - an all too familiar story for UK industry, 
admitted Tim, 49. 

A NOTHER automotive venture, Countytrac at 
Ashford, shows the group’s innovative side by 
generating some £1.25m of sales from an all- 
wheel-drive system for the Ford Transit. 

It is a near perfect exam¬ 
ple of how a small engi¬ 
neering firm should oper¬ 
ate, as Tim explained: “We 
took the idea to Ford. They 
liked it and while they did¬ 
n’t fund it, they gave us a 
lot of technical support and 
the 'big brother’ backing if 
the patent - which we 
share - was to be infringed, 
and we get a good chunk of 
regular business and can 
still sell a variation of the 
product elsewhere if we 
wish. 

‘We are working on gen¬ 
eration three, designed to 
keep this area of our busi¬ 
ness going until 2023 at 
least. If demand for this 
type of vehicle became 
thousands, then it would be 
worth one of the big boys 
going into competition with 
us and we couldn’t com¬ 
pete, but it just isn’t viable 
for them at present.” 

MJ Allen also produces 
gearbox covers for Scarab 
at Marden, a world leader 
in truck-based roadsweep- 
ers, and also makes parts 
for giant American agricul¬ 
tural machinery producer, 

Case New Holland. 

Other regular work 
includes large components 
for German MAN marine 
engines, medical machinery 
casings and even light¬ 
weight aluminium gun 
mountings for naval vessels. 

Tim said these underline 
a balance he tries to main¬ 
tain between sub-contract 
work and the group’s own 
and, potentially more prof¬ 
itable, products: “You need 
both to ensure consistent 
demand on your facilities 
and your big investments. 

I’m on the lookout all the 
time and much of it comes 
down to relationships; get¬ 
ting to know your cus¬ 
tomer. We were at Ford 
recently, for instance, to 
discuss the AWD system, 
overheard that they had a 
problem with something 
else and came up with a 
solution - they’re happy 
and we’re happy. We think 
there will always be a 
demand in the UK for this 
kind of quick-response, 
high-quality engineering. 

‘You do feel you are being 
hemmed in sometimes 
though. We used to think 
in terms of 10-year plans, 
then it was five and now I 
wouldn’t dare try to call 
where we will be in two 
years’ time.”

always a pain,” he admitted. “But the ISO standards 
and health and safety regulations are there for good 
reasons and it matters to customers. 

“And I genuinely believe it’s good business. It saves 
money if you run a tidy organisation with good practice 
and as little waste as possible. And insurance premiums 
are lower.” 

He is pleased with progress on eliminating waste, 
from an economic as well as ecological aspect: “We re¬ 
use 85-90 per cent of sand 
from our castings, for 
instance, which saves buy¬ 
ing in more, and on trans¬ 
port and sending to and 
paying for landfill. Waste 
iron is recycled, of course, 
and our furnace runs on 
reclaimed engine oil. We 
just try to be green wherev¬ 
er possible.” 

Does he ever wish he had 
not gone into the family 
firm? “No, but I wanted to 
be a journalist originally. 
My uncle was on Fleet 
Street and would regale me 
with great stories.” 


UT along with 
English, he also 
wanted to study eco¬ 
nomics and so left Norton 
Knatchbull School to take 
an all-round course in busi¬ 
ness studies at Canterbury 
Tech: “After that [1978], I 
was wondering how to fund 
the petrol for my scooter, 
when Dad suggested I 
come into the works to earn 
some cash. I started by 
pushing a wheelbarrow for 
the shop steward. I loved it 
and never looked back. 

“Dad never pressured us 
into the business, but he 
made it easy for us to come 
in and do bits and pieces. I 
do realise that I was very 
fortunate.” 

Mike Allen, 73 and 
retired, now divides his 
time between homes in 
Kent and Florida and his 
boat, while his successor 
still relishes the everyday 
challenge of the family 
firm and remains upbeat 
about the manufacturing 
sector. 

“As a nation, we are not 
good at talking ourselves 
up. We tend to look for and 
encourage the media to 
talk us down,” Tim said. 

He also echoes a com¬ 
monly held view that firms 
should share and co-oper¬ 
ate more than before, since 
their biggest rivals are 
overseas rather than in 
neighbouring towns: 

“People have talked 
about it a lot lately, but we 
need more of a community 
of manufacturers. We feel 
isolated in this part of the 
world anyway.” 

Tim is married with two 
sons and lives at Smarden. 
He is a music fan and used 
to play bass with a local 
group Beat The Jeep. He 
still makes the pilgrimage 
to Glastonbury every year 
and especially the John 
Peel tent, where many new 
bands break through.

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How 1950s collector became a card sharp 


FORMER accountant George Rogers’ 
new career caught fire after a decision 
to buy and sell rare cigarette cards. 

Having turned 60, he wanted to 
subtract the debits and credits from 
his life and add a hobby to his career 
column. That was two years ago, and 
he has now launched a website - 
www.taddyclown.co.uk - listing thou¬ 
sands of vintage cards, prints and 
playing cards. 

The name was inspired by London 
cigarette maker James Taddy and Co, 
which traded until 1920 and produced 
a much sought-after card set called 
Clowns and Circus Artistes. 

He said: “If life was all about money, 


I’d still be an accountant. But I’m fed 
up with the Inland Revenue and VAT 
men and all the rest of it. This is my 
career change and I am determined to 
make it work. The website has about 
3,000 items and is growing. 

“My children have left home and this 
is all about a bit of me time. My wife 
doesn’t like cards much, but she does 
help out with organising auctions.” 

Cigarette cards used to be big thing 
to collect for adults and youngsters 
alike but, like many trends, interest 
faded although enthusiasts remain. 

George, from Canterbury, said: “As 
a child of the 1950s, I became a col¬ 
lector - like many of my peers. It start¬ 



ed with stamps, coins, beer mats and 
matchboxes. But about 30 years ago, 
I was introduced to cigarette cards 
and life hasn’t been the same since. 

“They started in 1883 and finished in 


1940. With the outbreak of war they 
couldn’t waste material, and the cards 
never started again properly.” 

George has run the East Kent 
Cigarette Card Club for almost 25 
years and has held more than 200 
auctions in that time. 

As an example of values that can be 
achieved, a complete set of 25 cards 
called Motors and issued by Lambert 
and Butler in 1908, costs £575, while a 
1900 set of 20 cards called Actresses, 
from the same brand, is worth £600. 

Top of the pile is a complete set of 
50 cards called Cricketers, issued by 
F&J Smith in 1912, and worth £650.

Singing for England 

DAVID PRITCHARD talks to sports minister Hugh Robertson as he prepares to 
jet to Zurich this week to garner last-minute support for England’s bid to stage 
the World Cup in 2018, with Fifa set to announce the winning nation QQjfrursday 


THE RACE to host the 2018 
FIFA World Cup comes to an 
end next week, with sports min¬ 
ister Hugh Robertson among a 
high-profile delegation lobbying 
behind the scenes to ensure 
football comes home. 

Fifa will announce the winner on 
Thursday in a contest seen by most 
observers as too close to call. England face 
stiff opposition from Russia and a joint 
bid from Spain-Portugal for the 22 votes 
on the executive committee, while the 
Netherlands-Belgium bid is viewed as the 
outsider. 

Robertson, MP for Faversham and Mid 
Kent, flies to Zurich on Tuesday alongside 
Prime Minister David Cameron, Prince 
William and 2018 ambassador David 
Beckham in an effort to gain last-minute 
support. 

Impact 

Although the process has officially been 
running for more than 18 months, 
Robertson believes the final few days could 
have an impact on the outcome. 

“We will be doing everything we possibly 
can to try and influence those final few 
votes,” he said. “I think there’s such a battle 
to be fought for second and third choices, 
this is so close it will be where it is decided. 

“The England bid is technically very 
strong indeed. We have the stadia, we can 
fill them and drive a really good commercial 
return and through the global reach of 
English football, we can have a really strong 
legacy.” 

England’s bid was given a favourable 
review by Fifa’s inspection team, but the 
politics of awarding major sporting events 
makes them hard to predict. Robertson 
knows what is needed after being in 
Singapore five years ago when London 
beat favourites Paris to win the 2012 
Olympic bid. 

The build-up to the announcement in this

country has been dominated by media 
reports which critics feel have damaged 
England’s chances. A Sunday Times 
investigation into corruption led to Fifa sus¬ 
pending two of its executive committee, 
while there is unease about the BBC’s plans 
to broadcast on Monday night a Panorama 
special into the bidding process. 

Robertson said: “I actually take a slightly 
contrary view on all of this. I absolutely 
defend the right of the media to expose cor¬ 
ruption if it exists. [But] we have to be care¬ 
ful at times like this we don’t get sensation¬ 
alised journalism, that can do real damage. 

“I’m sure the Sunday Times did the right 
thing, Fifa took it seriously and took action. 
There’s talk of Panorama on Monday and 
the timing couldn’t be more difficult, but it 
remains to be seen what is in it.” 

Barry Bright, vice-chairman of the 
Football Association and chairman of the 
Kent FA, feels the scale of the damage will 
not be known until Thursday’s announce¬ 
ment. He preferred to emphasise the bene¬ 
fits a successful bid would bring.

“Obviously for English football it would be 
a fantastic boost across the board at all lev¬ 
els,” he said. “I think it’s time the World Cup 
came back to England, 1966 was a long time 
ago. For many involved with the game they 
never experienced that. We experienced a 
superb European Championships here in 
1996, which was a great occasion and it will 
lift the people in this country whether they 
are a football fan or not.” 

Although no games would be staged in 
Kent, if England were successful, Dartford 
could be in line for a boost. Princes Park was 
included in the bid as one of 82 Team Base 
Camp Clusters’, which may see teams use the 
facility for training during the tournament.

KENT all-rounder Darren Stevens is the first 
player to commit his future to the club after 
signing a new contract extension this week. 

The 34-year-old, named Kent’s Player of 
the Year for 2010, has put an end to rumours 
linking him with a move away from St 
Lawrence by signing a deal that will keep him 
at the club beyond the end of 2011, when his 
current contract expires. 

Stevens signed a one-year extension to his 
deal which means he will be staying at Kent 
until the end of 2012. 

The former Leicestershire man topped the 
batting averages last summer hitting 935 
runs at 44.52 and was an integral member of 
the bowling unit, claiming 27 wickets at 26.85. 

He said: “I am very much looking forward to 
playing for the club over the next two seasons. 

“I have enjoyed my time in Kent and want¬ 
ed to show my commitment by signing this 
new extended deal. I remain fully committed 
to helping the club push forward, both on and 
off the field.” 

Head coach Paul Farbrace added: “We are all 
delighted that Darren has chosen to extend his 
deal for the next two seasons as he is a high 
quality player. 

“He did very well last season and was justifi¬ 
ably named Kent Player of the Year.” 

Stevens left for New Zealand this week, 
where he will play for the Otago Volts in the 
this year’s HRV Twenty20 Cup.

Division One is a slop 
too far, warns Jones 


GERAINT Jones has hinted 
that Kent’s focus might not be 
entirely on promotion back to 
Division One of the County 
Championship next year. 

Kent were relegated on the final day of 
the season, despite victory against 
Yorkshire at Headingley, in a campaign 
that was blighted by injury and then unrest 
in the dressing room as a result of the club’s 
financial concerns. 

Fears the county were going to sell off 
their best players were quickly played 
down and the club are now cautiously * 1 
optimistic of adding a player or two ^ 
before the start of next season. 

Skipper Rob Key will still be operating \ 
with a small squad with the empha¬ 
sis on developing the county’s 
young talent, and it’s for that 
reason that Jones, the Kent 
wicketkeeper, believes a sea¬ 
son of consolidation in 
Division Two might not be 
such a bad thing. 

“I think the plan is 
always to win the competi¬ 
tion you are in and that 
means going straight 
up to Division One, but 
it depends a bit on 
injuries and we do 
have a reduced 
squad,” he said. “I 
don’t think it’s a bad 
thing if we have more 
than one season in 
Division Two to help 
those younger players 
who have been given 
a chance. I think it 
showed last year we 
were not strong 
enough to compete 
in Division One 


regularly enough. If we can have a year or 
two developing youngsters and then make a 
big push, that should be an option. 

“There were a few outside issues that 
affected us perhaps more than we realised, 
but the good thing is that’s behind us now 
and the development is well under way so 
the future looks a lot brighter.” 

The 34-year-old watched on as his team¬ 
mates expressed their concern at the depar¬ 
ture of Amjad Khan towards the end of the 
season, but the 2005 Ashes winner signalled 
his intent to stay and fight, right from the 
outset. 

“If anything it made me want to stay with 
Kent more,” he said. “I want to stay and 
help these youngsters and bring them on 
because Kent will be going long beyond 
my career.

After breaking his leg twice, versatile 

Ebbsfleet man vows to make most 

of second chance at Stonebridqe Road

RECOVERY from a career- 
threatening injury has offered 
Ebbsfleet United utility man 
Craig Stone a fresh outlook on the 
sport he once thought he would 
never play again. 

Having broken his leg playing for the Fleet 
in February, 2009, Stone then suffered a sec¬ 
ond break during his rehabilitation and he 
feared football may have dealt him the cru¬ 
ellest blow imaginable. 

However, the 21-year-old is now back at the 
club he supported as a boy after working to 
regain his fitness during an infuriating spell on 
the sidelines, and insists the scare will serve as 
a motivational tool for the rest of his career. 

Recalling the initial injury he sustained in 
a game against Wrexham, Stone described 
how shock soon turned to genuine fear as the 
injury took a turn for the worse. 

“It all happened so quickly,” he said. “The 
next thing, you’re in plaster at home and your 
feet are up so it was a little bit of a novelty. It 
wasn’t a good thing, you don’t really know 
what’s going on. 

“When I had a little bit of a setback with 
the injury and it went again, that was a 
killer, that was when I thought ‘am I ever 
going to be able to get back?’ I always knew I 
wanted to get back, but I wondered whether 
it was going to be one of those things that you 
read and hear about all the time, when play¬ 
ers don’t come back the same.

“You think someone’s telling you maybe it’s 
not going to be, but I’ve used it as a kick up 
the backside -1 was doing all right but I can 
do a lot better. I’ve been out a long time and I 
don’t want to miss any more football. 

“I’m lucky to have been given another chance 
and I’m willing to grab it with both hands.” 

That chance was handed to Stone by 
Ebbsfleet manager Liam Daish, who decided 
to bring him back to Stonebridge Road after 
watching him trial in pre-season. 

The move followed a spell at Maidstone 
United last season and having made the Fleet 


has become an integral member of the side. 

“There’s not a lot of managers out there 
who would have given me a chance,” he said. 

“The gaffer knew there was still plenty of 
work to do after the injuries, but he said he’d 
work hard if I did the same to get back to 
where I was. 

“Part of the reason I rang him was because 
everyone at the club’s been brilliant and it’s 
great to be around here, where I used to 
come and watch and where I know a lot of 
the fans.”

FA Trophy cash

WELLING United are set for a timely cash 
injection after being handed a trip to non¬ 
league giants Luton Town in the first round of 
the FA Trophy. 

Having already been deducted five league 
points for financial irregularities this season, 
the cash-strapped club are in advanced 
takeover talks and the December 11 trip to 
Kenilworth Road will further swell the 
Wings’ coffers. 

Luton have averaged home crowds of more 
than 6,500 in Conference Premier this season 
and with Welling set to earn a share of the 
gate, it’s music to the ears of chairman Paul 
Websdale. 

“The gate money will definitely help in our 
situation,” he said. “The financial side of it will 
obviously help us as a smaller club and that’s 
an advantage for us. In the trophy the atten¬ 
dances may vary a bit, but it’s certainly a good 
thing for us, a smaller club with smaller gates. 

“It’s a good draw - if you don’t get a home 
draw you want one like this and it gives the 
players a real incentive to go out and show 
what they can do against a side like Luton. We 
feel we’ve got a real chance of doing well so 
we’ll go there with a positive view.” 

Under the guidance of player-manager 
Jamie Day, the Wings have made a storming 
start to the season in Conference South and 
despite the points deduction, they sat just six 
points behind leaders Bromley prior to this 
weekend. 

However, the Luton trip will provide their 
stiffest test of the campaign, with the Hatters 
desperate to return to the Football League after 
losing in the Conference play-offs last season.

THE victim of a deliberate gouging 
which left him blind in one eye has 
vowed to launch legal action after 
the player accused of injuring him 
was cleared this week.

Rugby Football Union (RFU) hearing was 
held this week, they found Maidstone’s Matt 
lies “not guilt/’ of the act. Although they 
recognised Harding had been deliberately 
gouged, no individual was proved to be the 
assailant. 

Maidstone will discover next week 
whether the RFU will take action against 
them, after the sport’s governing body were 
unable to identify the player who injured 
Harding. 

The 27-year-old, whose life has been severe¬ 
ly affected since the injury, said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the outcome and now intends to 
explore a different line of investigation. 

Harding said: “Because the RFU are going 
to sanction Maidstone, I will seek legal 
advice for a civil action. 

“I’m obviously disappointed because it’s not 
the outcome we hoped for, but all’s not lost 
yet. They’re not questioning the severity - 
the fact there was a gouge is beyond all rea¬ 
sonable doubt. The gouge victim, me, paid 
the ultimate price for the gouge, but what 
they want to know is who did it. If it wasn’t 
him, it was someone else. 

“When it happened, I took four months off 
work and I then had to quit my job because 
I was a health and safety risk. My job got 
cut from 10 hours per day to two, two-hour 
shifts.” 

Harding, who became a father earlier

this month, said he will not play rugby 
again. 

After considering the evidence, Judge Jeff 
Blackett, who sat on the three-man RFU dis¬ 
ciplinary panel, was left in no doubt Harding 
had not been the victim of a tragic accident. 

He concluded: “The injury was caused by a 
deliberate act of a Maidstone player. We are 
unable to determine who that was, so we are 
going to place our findings before the RFU 
company secretary and legal officer to 
determine whether Maidstone Rugby Club 
should be brought to account.” 

In response to the ruling, Maidstone 
released a statement stressing no hard 
evidence had been found to implicate any 
of their players. 


When contacted by Kent on Sunday, club 
chairman Andy Golding, added: “If I ever 
suspected anybody of doing anything like 
this, they would metaphorically hang from 
the nearest lamp post. 

“People will think there’s no smoke with¬ 
out fire, but we have kept our silence so as 
not to prejudice the investigations. 

“Bearing in mind we’ve been through our 
own investigation, a CID investigation and 
now two RFU hearings, nothing’s been found 
and we’ve done everything in our power to 
help those bodies.” 

It is unclear exactly what form the RFU’s 
punishment could take, although Maidstone 
could be hit with a fine, points deduction or 
even relegation. 


Club face drop after 15-point deduction 


A MASS brawl which caused a 
Deal & Betteshanger home 
game to be abandoned last 
month has left the east Kent 
rugby club with a 15-point 
deduction. 

Players, coaches and specta¬ 
tors were all involved in the 
clashes during the fixture 
against East Grinstead on 
October 30, prompting referee 
Steve Halligan to abandon the 
game. 

An RFU disciplinary hearing 
decided both clubs should face 


identical penalties, with an 
additional 15-point deduction 
suspended until the end of next 
season. 

The ruling said: “The events 
shown on the DVD footage can¬ 
not, and should not, be 
described as anything other 
than utterly shameful. They 
have no place in the game of 
rugby (or any sport) and offend 
against the heart of the game’s 
ethos and the RFU’s Core 
Values programme. Had such 
events occurred in the street it 


is highly likely they would have 
led to criminal prosecution.” 

Both sides pleaded guilty to 
the charge of conduct prejudi¬ 
cial to the interests of the union 
and/or game. 

Neither challenged Halligan’s 
written report, which read: “In 
the space of only a few seconds, 
the scuffle engulfed all players, 
subs, coaching staff and specta¬ 
tors. I saw a D&B sub move 
past me becoming involved, EG 
subs involved, the EG coaches 
involved, I saw a person later 


identified as the D&B head 
coach involved and end up on 
the floor being punched and 
throwing punches and specta¬ 
tors pulling people away throw¬ 
ing punches.” 

The Deal & Betteshanger 
committee have not yet decided 
whether to appeal against the 
ruling, which would leave them 
deep in relegation trouble in 
London 2 South East. They 
have two weeks to decide, while 
East Grinstead have said they 
are unlikely to appeal. 


Gills defender Richards nearing full fitness 


AFTER enduring the worst injury of 
his playing career Garry Richards 
is set to return for Gillingham’s 
reserves next week a changed man, 
writes David Pritchard. 

While Simon King’s 18-month 
absence has been well document¬ 
ed, the prolonged absence of his 
centre-half partner has also been 
keenly felt in the Gills’ slow start to 
the season. 

Richards was last seen being 
stretchered off in agony following a 
freak collision with team-mate Alan 
Julian during a game at Millwall in 
April. It left the 24-year-old with frac¬ 


tures in his foot and serious liga¬ 
ment damage, ruling him out for the 
remainder of the season. 

“The way it turned in the ground I 
was a bit worried about looking 
down and seeing the state of it,” he 
said. “I had to ask the physio 
whether it was intact.” 

Richards was fortunate to avoid 
the need for surgery, but his desire 
to return in time for the start of this 
season exacerbated the problem. 

After making one brief appear¬ 
ance in pre-season it quickly 
became clear the injury had not 
completely healed. 


He said: “Your heart rules your 
head a bit because you’re so des¬ 
perate to be in contention for the 
start of the season. Through my 
own eagerness I ended up refrac¬ 
turing a bone in my foot.” 

It has meant a tedious three 
months going through rehabilitation 
alongside King in the Priestfield 
treatment room. 

Encouragingly, both players are 
expected to feature for the reserves 
on Tuesday and could be back in 
the first-team shortly, which would 
be a significant boost to the 
squad’s defensive resources.
